To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Alderley  Edge,  Cheadle  and 
Gatley,  and  Wilmslow  Urban  District  Councils. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  annual  report  for  the 
year  1958,  and  also  reports  from  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspectors 
of  the  three  districts. 

In  order  that  the  statistical  figures  might  be  of  more  value,  a 
preliminary  report  was  given  for  the  year  and  this  is  a more  detailed 
one. 


There  is  not  much  to  remark  upon,  the  figures  remain  very 
average.  The  absolute  figures  of  course  are  rising,  but  this  is  due  to 
the  rapid  increase  in  population  of  Cheadle  and  Wilmslow. 

There  has  again  been  no  maternal  mortality  in  any  of  the  three 
districts  and  the  infant  mortality  rates  are  below  that  of  the  country 
as  a whole.  The  cancer  deaths  remain  proportionately  the  same,  but 
this  year  I have  included  as  a separate  certain  special  cause,  the 
deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  and  it  will  be  seen 
that  a considerable  proportion  of  the  deaths  from  cancers  is  in  this 
particular  site. 

One  thing  I am  glad  to  mention  is  that  the  drainage  and 
sewerage  of  the  area  are  being  given  considerable  attention  by  all 
three  Councils. 

I would  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  members  of  my  staff 
other  officers  and  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committees 
with  whom  I have  now  been  associated  for  20  years.

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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA. 

(a)  Staff. 

A list  of  staff  is  given  at  the  beginning  of  the  Report. 

Duties  : — 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  restricted  from  private  practice 
and  is  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  three  districts,  which  also 
form  the  area  covered  by  the  Cheadle  and  Wilmslow  Divisional 
Health  Committee  and  by  the  Executive  Committee  for  Education 
of  the  Cheshire  County  Council  ; the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
being  Divisional  Medical  Officer  to  both  these  Committees. 

Public  Health  Inspectors. 

In  Alderley  Edge  the  Public  Health  Inspector  who  is  also 
Rodent  Officer  is  part-time,  but  employed  solely  by  the  Authority. 
This  arrangement  has  been  found  to  work  satisfactorily. 

In  Cheadle  and  Gatley  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  is 
also  Rodent  Officer,  Hackney  Carriage  Inspector  and  Inspector 
under  the  Petroleum  Acts.  There  are  two  additional  Public  Health 
Inspectors 

In  Wilmslow,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  is  also  Rodent 
Officer,  is  responsible  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse, 
and  is  Inspector  under  the  Petroleum  Acts.  A second  addit- 
ional Public  Health  Inspector  was  appointed  during  the  year. 


(b)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Regional  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Monsall  carries  out 
the  greater  part  of  the  work  for  this  area.  A collection  service  is 
available  at  Sharston  Ambulance  Station  from  Monday  to  Friday. 
A small  amount  of  work  is  still  dealt  with  by  the  Pathological 
Department  of  the  Stockport  and  Buxton  Hospital  Management 
Committee. 

The  examinations  done  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  are 
for  the  ascertainment  and  control  of  infectious  diseases  and  the 
examination  of  foods  bacteriologically. 

Smallpox  vaccine  and  gamma  globulin  are  stocked  here. 
Gamma  globulin  is  for  use  in  the  prevention  of  measles  in 
infants  and  of  rubella  in  expectant  mothers. 
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(c)  Hospitals. 

There  are  in  the  district  three  Hospitals,  one  is  Barnes  Hospital, 
which  is  a subsidiary  to  the  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary  ; Cheadle 
Royal  Hospital  which  is  for  the  reception  of  mental  cases  and  is  an 
excepted  Hospital,  although  there  are  a number  of  National  Health 
service  beds ; and  Alderley  Edge  Cottage  Hospital  which  comes 
under  the  Macclesfield  & District  Hospital  Management 
Committee. 

In  addition  the  R.A.F.  Hospital  was  used  as  an  overflow 
Hospital,  but  there  were  no  direct  admissions.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(a)  Water  Supply. 

Mr.  Dearden,  Water  Engineer,  informs  me  that  there  has  been  no 
alteration  in  the  supplies  to  the  district  during  the  year.  Analysis  of 
the  treated  water  have  been  in  all  cases  satisfactory.  This  year  of 
course,  there  has  been  a shortage,  but  this  report  is  solely  concerned 
with  the  year  1958.

Preliminary  surveys  of  properties  in  parts  of  the  area  were 
carried  out  during  the  year  with  a view  to  the  preparation  of 
Smoke  Control  Areas,  and  these  were  still  uuder  review  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

During  the  year  considerable  work  has  been  carried  out  by  the 
Council’s  Rodent  Control  Operative.  A free  service  is  available  to 
the  occupiers  of  all  dwelling  houses,  and  the  occupiers  of  business 
premises  are  always  anxious  to  co-operate  in  giving  the  Operative 
free  access  to  examine  and  treat  the  premises — if  found  necessary. 
All  business  premises  pay  for  these  treatments,  and  large  works 
are  dealt  with  under  annual  agreements. 

The  sewerage  system  in  the  district  has  remained  particularly 
free  from  infestation.  Whenever  extensions  to  the  sewers  have  been 
made  on  new  housing  estates  tests  have  been  carried  out  with  a 
view  to  checking  as  to  whether  infestation  of  the  sewers  could  take 
place  from  the  surface,  or,  alternatively,  if  surface  infestation  was 
taking  place  from  the  sewers.  In  all  cases  the  results  have  been 
negative. 

There  were  no  serious  cases  of  major  infestation  of  either  rats 
or  mice  in  any  part  of  the  district.

As  regards  the  last  item  in  the  above  table,  food  hawkers  have 
been  registered  under  the  Cheshire  County  Council  Act  1953. 
There  are  various  types,  ranging  from  greengrocery  to  fishmongers 
and  butchers.  Food  hawkers  who  have  shops  in  the  area  do  not 
come  within  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 


Frequent  inspections  are  made  at  the  food  premises  listed  above 
including  hawkers  vehicles.  There  have  been  no  difficulties  up  to 
the  present  in  asking  the  proprietors  to  comply  with  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations. 


There  are  no  Clean  Food  Guilds  in  the  area,  but  from  time  to 
time  if  informative  circulars  etc.,  have  been  received  from  the 
Ministry,  information  of  use  to  the  retailers  has  been  extracted 
from  these  circulars  and  distributed  to  the  shop  managers. 
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Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  : 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  are  forty  registered  ice  cream  dealers 
in  the  area.  There  are,  of  course,  others  who  come  into  the 
district.  Of  the  forty,  two  are  manufacturers,  the  remaining 
thirty-eight  purchasing  their  commodities  from  well-known 
national  manufacturers.  24  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken 
during  the  year,  21  of  which  came  within  Group  I and  three 
within  Group  II. 


Milk  & Dairies  Orders: 

Attached  hereto  is  a table  setting  out  the  number  of  samples 
of  milk  procured  during  the  year,  and  the  results  obtained.  As 
this  area  is  now  within  a specified  area  only  pasteurised,  sterilised, 
tuberculin  tested,  and  certified  milk  may  be  sold  in  this  district. 
There  are  three  pasteurising  establishments,  and  they  are  all  well 
kept.

and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations  1959,  make  certain 
regarding  the  registration  of  Distributors  of  milk, 
is  now  required  to  be  effected  only  with  the  locai 
whose  area  the  premises  from  which  the  milk  is 
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distributed,  are  situated.  The  effect  of  this  new  Regulation  has 
been  to  reduce  the  number  of  milk  Distributors  on  the  register 
very  considerably  as  many  of  the  milk  Retailers  have  no  premises 
in  the  area,  but  they  will  of  course  still  continue  to  sell  milk  in  this 
district  from  their  premises  outside  the  area.  The  register  has  been 
revised  and  the  new  figures  are  as  follows : —

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956. 

Smoke  Control  Areas. 

The  first  steps  were  taken  to  create  a smoke  control  area, 
consisting  of  335  buildings  in  the  Fulshaw  Ward,  and  the 
preliminary  details  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  for  approval  in  principle.  The  creation  of 
another  smoke  control  area  at  Handforth,  consisting  of  209  buildings 
in  course  of  construction,  is  also  under  consideration. 

The  Council  has  also  adopted  the  building  byelaw  which  requires 
new  buildings  other  than  those  to  which  Section  3 applies,  to  be 
provided  with  appliances  for  heating  or  cooking  which  are  suitably 
designed  for  the  burning  of  smokeless  fuels.  (This  byelaw  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  February,  1959).

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Collection 

The  average  number  of  collections  made  from  each  house  in 
1958  was  46.  In  spite  of  the  growth  of  the  district  a satisfactory 
collection  was  maintained  but  there  are  indications  that  a weekly 
collection  will  not  be  possible  in  the  near  future,  unless  an 
additional  vehicle  and  labour  are  obtained. 
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As  an  experiment  the  collection  of  house  refuse  was  suspended 
for  one  week  during  August  to  allow  all  refuse  collection  staff  to 
take  one  week’s  holiday  at  the  same  time  thus  reducing  the  period 
throughout  the  year  when  the  gang  would  be  required  to  work 
short-handed  through  holidays  being  staggered  over  the  summer 
months.  This  system  was  a success  and  I hope  it  will  be  possible  to 
continue  this  practice  in  other  years. 

Disposal 

All  house  and  trade  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
on  land  owned  by  the  Council  at  Newgate.
